IT WOULD have made a more effective book if, a t the

end of "America, Incorporated,” Leo H ubtrm an 
had written a few paragraphs more. 
If, rn short, he 
had been explicit as to the form of socialism, or com­ 
munism, he advocates for the United States. 
Mr Huberman is labor editor of New York’s new 
style daily, PM. 
He has done a remarkable job or 
simplification and concrete statem ent in this book, 
which he conceives as a study of American economics 
from, approximately, the War Between the States to 
the present. 
It is true that he also has strained off 
certain facts and certain attitudes, leaving such others 
as fit his thesis untouched or at most only pointed 
up a little. His thesis is th a t American capitalism is 
either dead or gasping its last. 
The find half of "America, Incorporated” tells the 
story of the country’s shift from a primarily agri­ 
cultural nation In the 60s to a m anufacturing country 
as at present. 
It traces the m anner in which the 
farm er's share 
in his product has diminished, 
the 
worker’s share 
in his product has grown less, the 
capitalist’s shale in both has increased 
Monopoly, 
one gathers, is the answer to it all. But there will be 
those who feel that Mr Huberm an has over-simplified 
all this — his bold bad capitalists and his honest 
hurny-handed workers ale not, unless they are unique 
specimens of the hum an race, quite as bad and quite 
as good as Mr. Huberman indicates. 
By certain dis­ 
creet means, he has made it appear th a t neither of 
those classes was 
(as some others would insist) a 
pawn in the hand of other and larger forces, reacting 
to world trends quite as much as to such stimuli as 
greed. 
Tile New Deal he both adm ires and disapproves. 
He believes it failed, largely, because it tried to m ain­ 
tain tile capitalist fabric and tliat it could only have 
succeeded had it reorganized the country wholesale. 
Because of the obvious trend of the book it is prob­ 
able th at Mi 
Huberman would not recommend a 
fascist approach to the problem of reorganization 
T hat leaves only two others which offer alternative
